_ The Milwaukee Malt and Grain Co. ina 
circular to their patrons, give a tabulated 
summary of 1087 letters received durin.

GRAIN le MEASURES. 
Frauds Maying been discovered in the 
measures used ‘by grain threshers, and 
these having been reported to the Inland 
Revenue Department, an investigation was 
instituted in the measures used by these 
men in various parts of the pone: The 
investigation brought to light the fact that 
in few cases were legal measures used, 
and that under the name of boxes the 
manufacturers of threshing machines sent 
out with their threshing machines mea- 
sures of different capacities. These, they 
claimed, were not used for measuring 
purposes, but merely to carry the grain 
from the threshing machines to the bins, 
and, therefore, they could send out with 
their machines whatever they liked. The 
evidence that the department had obtained 
was, that in many counties grain was 
threshed by the bushel, and im every place 
whether payment for threshing was by the 
day or per bushel, “tally” was kept of 
the number of bushels threshed, and the 
result of that did determine the amount 
aid to the thresher for his day’s work. 
This state of affuirs having been reported 
to the Hon. John Costigan, he gave in- 
structions to have test cases entered, first 
against the manufacturers of the threshing 
machines to determine whether or not 
what they sent out with their machines 
were * boxes” or measures, then against 
the manufacturers of these and the users 
of them. Two cases haye now been tried, 
one of them before Colonel Denison, police 
magistrate of this city. In each case the 
decision of the court sustained the con- 
tention of the department thatjthe so-called 
« boxes” were measures within the mean- 
ing of the Weights and Measures Act; 
that they were used for “ trade” purposes, 
and that, therefore, it was unlawful for 
the manufacturer, and the threshing ma- 
chine manufacturer, who was & dea er in 
them to permit them to leaye their pre- 
mises without being inspected and stamp= 
ed, This investigation and the prosecutions 
have by instruction of the Hon, Mr, Costi- 
an, been conducted by Mr, Wm. Johnson, 
the divisional inspector of weights and 
measures of Belleville, who has conducted 
successfully Esimilar prosecutions before 
and who has given special attention to the 
legal agpects of the Weights and Measures

PLANTING TREES IN LAWNS, 

A lawn in front of a farm house, level and 
neatly cut occasionally is in itself a thing 
of beauty, But when a few trees adorn it, 
the beauty is much enchanced.

upon for bis views, addressed the Rone at 
length and gaye some interesting facts con. 
cerning cholera, which he feared was on 
its old route and would probably make its 
y to different parts of the continent next 
He considered Deseronto in bad 
for u visitation of the disease, and 
considered the present a good time to strike 
a blow against the privy pits which were 
so numerous, and which were polluting 
every square foot of soil and tainting the 
water AURPLF, The removal of these pest- 
holes would be a protection not only against

cholera but typhoid,’ malaria, etc. Dr. 
Oldright, a leading physician of Toronto, 
considered them relics of barbarism, He 


also thought that the board should take 
steps to prevent the overcrowding of houses 
aud should rigidly insist on the cleaning up 
of back yards, cellars, houses, ete, He 
drew attention, also, to the filthy condition 
ef the streets, which people regarded as a 
receptacle for all kinds of rubbish. Dr, 
Yeomans thought that now was the time 
for decided action, He pointed out the 
great powers of the board and the need of 
placing the town in # proper sanitary con 
dition. He showed how the typhoid in the 
east end of the town last year was due to 
the privy pits, whose contente were carried 
by the rains into the lowef sections of the 
town. thus causing disease. Dr. Vander 
yoort followed in some practical remarks, 
urging the abolition of the pits. Until 
they were removed the town could not be 
healthy, Dr, Holdcroft concurred in the 
views of his professional brethren and 
thought that experienced scavengers should 
be employed and a proper supervision of 
wells exercised. Many other topics were

Tho recent accident to the Cygnus, which 

has been briefly referred to by the press, 
has been the subject of frequent inqui 
during the past week, the unaccountable 
reticence maintained by the management 
of the company tending to increise rather 
than to allay public anxiety. This vessel, 
which is one of the swiftest flyers belong- 
ing to the Acrial Navigation Company, 1s 
engaged in carrying the mails between the 
United States and the Central African Re- 
public, the termini of the line being Chicago 
and Ugamrri. From a gentleman who was 
@ passenger on the Cygnus the following 
particulars were learned in regard to the 
affair. 
The Cygnus left Chi 
of the 12th instant, carry N 
her full cémplement of passetize , being 
under command of Capt. Wise, who is one 
of the company’s most skilled and trusted 
officers, He lias a well-earned reputation, 
having had command of the Castor some 
years since, during her celebrated race 
‘around’ the world against the Pollux, when 
the phencmenal time made by the former 
vessel was said to haye been due chiefly to 
his skill as a navigator and to his knowledge 
of aerial currents, ; 

Capt. Wise raised his vessel to an altitude 
of ubout 12,000 feet, thus securing the ad- 
vantage of the southwest current, and also 
enabling him to avoid the eastern current, 
which was then blowing with considerable 
force at the surface ; the general course of 
the vessel being southeast. Under these 
favorable conditions, the Cygnus was able 
vo maintain nearly her maximum speed of 
500 miles an howe. As the morning was 
clear and the bulletin of the weather bureau 
indicated fair weather over the territory to 
be traversed. Capt Wise had reason to an- 
ticipate a prospérous voyage. 

The passenger list contained the names of 
several persons of more than usual distine- 
tion, one being a Colonel in the African 
cavalry, returning home on leave, having 
completed a tour of observation of the mili- 
tary systems of the Western States, He is 
said to be a lineal descendant of a celebrat- 
ed chief who was slain by Stanley during 
one of his expeditions upon the Congo, a 
century or more ago. There was also a 
high dignitary of the African civil service, 
with others of some prominence in social 
and political circles. Both passengers and 
crew were in buoyant spirits. 

It is remarkable how sanguine confidence 
characteristizes an aerial voyage, which 
would otherwise, especially with the timid, 
be attended with intolerable disquictude. 
Opinions differ as to the cause of this im- 
munity from apprehension, some attributing 
it to disassociation from all objects beyon¢ 
the cabin, the elevation and speed of the 
vessel not being apparent to the passengers; 
others maintain that the high electric ten- 
sion of the atmosphere at great altitudes 
imparts increased energy to the nervous sys- 
tem.

All had proceeded well with the Cygnus 
until some time after sunrise, When the 
rapid formations cirro-cumuli made the 
situation somewhat hazardous, inasmach as 
the only safeguard against collision is an 
effective lookout. During daylight and by 
the electric searchlight at night, a vessel 
may be seenat a great distance in clear 
weatlier, and her conrse can be pretty ac- 
curately determined by observing her sig- 
nal standards, At night, also, by means of 
the system of light beacons adopted by the 
International Congress a few years since, 
the distance of an observed vessel can be

accurately measured by the Thompson ap- 


paratus. A technical description of this 
instrument would be out of place in this 
narrative, but it may be briefly stated 
that a standard light on one 
vessel, received upon a mirror on the other 
yessel, is reflected upon a screen, provided 
with ascale whose unit of measurement re- 
presents a known intensity, according to dis- 
tayce of the luminous object. But while 
these safeguards are practically useless when 
the course of the vessel ix obscured by 
clouds. Capt. Wise entertained but little 
apprehension of danger, since the Transcon- 
tinental line, plying between New York and 
Rio, was the only one from which he had 
any reason to fear casuality at so high an 
elevation (the local American lines seldom 
flying at a greater altitude than 5,000 feet) 
until later in the day when he should cross 
the course of the European lines, As the 
lime occupied in passing ® given point is no 
more than a second, when m ving at ordi- 
dary specd, it will be perceived that the 
probability of collision was infinitely small. 

fence the Cygnus continued on her course 
with unslackened speed, and, as she darted 
from sunlight to cloud and from cloud to 
sunlight, the varying flashes of light and 
shade made fantastic play upon the walls 
of the saloon and upon passengers and crew 
resembling the aurora in high latitudes, ” 

The passengers had assumed that quies- 
cent attitude which is generally ac quired 
after a fow hours’ travel, some “conversing 
upon social and political questions of the 
day, and others engaged in pleasant reyerio, 
in anticipation of rejoining families and 
friends in Ugamrri in the evening.

— Had 
human mind been so constituted as to 
mect any emorgency in tho best possible 
manner dents would be reduced to a 
minimum, and the Cygnus had in all pro 
bability passed on to her destination with- 
out accident. When Captain Wise reversed 
his engines upon the sig yal of dancer above 
stated, as required by the manual, he mere- 


ly exorciscd ozdinary discretion, and had 
not similar action been taken by the un- 
known vessel, which observed the Cygnus 
almost simultancously with Capt, Wise’s 
order, the subsequent catastrophe had been 
averted, 

Although but a few seconds had elapsed 
from the alarm upon the Cygnus to the 
meeting of tlie wevial forces, this had beon 
sutlicient greatly to reduce the speed of 
each vessel and to render less disastrous the 
subsequent collision. The vessel seen 
from the Cygnus proved to be the Comet of 
the Transcontinental line, bound for-New 


York. Notwithstanding the commander 
of the Comet is regarded asa thoroughly 
competent officer, ha seems not to have 
managed his vessel in this crisis with 
the best skill, probably owing to the 
excitement incident to the peril of the mo- 
ment, since it appears that he might have 
changed his course in time to avoid the 
Cygnus. Nevertheless, itis easier to criti- 
cise from a comfortable situation on terra 
firma than to conduct successfully a drama 
enacted among the clouds, wherein seconds 
only are allowed to decisions of yital impor- 
tance. 

The Comet struck the Cygnus amidships, 
her sharp-pointed prow penetrating the 
starboard reservoir of the latter, and liber- 
ating the hydrogen in this reservoir, break- 
ing her starboard propellor shaft and ren- 
dering her engines, as well as che apparatus 
employed in extending her great parachute, 
practically useless. ‘Che collision caused a 
rapid rotation of the vessels (moving as one), 
which maintained them in partial equili- 
brium for a few seconds and prevented the 
Comet, which had been but slightly injured, 
from being detached from the Cygnus. Dur- 
ing this time the Cygnus was partially sup- 
ported by the Comet, at considerable haz- 
ard to the latter vessel, as the great weight 
upon her prow caused her to incline at a 
dangerous angle ; but as soon as her en- 

zines could be set in motion she was with- 
cies from the wreck, leaving the less for- 
tunate Cygnus to her fate. 

As soon as the Cygnus had become de- 
tached from the Comet she commenced to 
descend with alarming rapidity, and her 
Forchuts haying been rendered useless, all 

ope was abandoned by the passengers and 
crew.

On the morning when the Cygnus left 
Chicago, the Australian ram Meteor was 
leisurely cruising at a low elevation over the 
Central American States. Whether the 
fact of her being at the locality stated upon 
this particular day was merely fortuitious, 
or that the necessity for her assistance had 
been foreseen by an Omniscient Power, is a 
metaphysical question which we shall not 
try to solv 

The officers of the Meteor had breakfast- 
ed, and Lieutenant Sheephead, her com- 
manding officer, was slowly promenading 
the deck of his vessel, enjoying his morning 
cigar. The fresh air, ozone-laden and 
aromatic from the trophical verdure be- 
neath, together with the grand panorama 
presented to view, was enough to expand 
the heart of a stoic, to say nothing of a 
young and gallant officer in search of the 
“bubble reputation.” 

He was possibly speculating upon the 
prospect of war between his Government 
and the African States, as a result of the 
present dispute upon the ivory question, 
with its opportunities for distinction and 
adyancement—always a favorite theme with 
the young officer having in view the crea- 
tion of vacancies, overlooking the chance 
that he himself might be offered as the first 
sacrifice upon the altar of the war god— 
when his attention was attracted by the ap- 
proach at right angles ot two vessels dis- 
playing respectively the colors of the Aeri- 
al and ‘Transcontinental lines. 

When there is no prospect of danger, the 
flight of these swift messengers ia an object 
of no special concern to the navigator, 
other than that interest which arises from 
fellowship in calling ; but now the risk of 
8 collision was so imminent as to engage 
Lieut. Sheephead’s instant attention. 
He watched with intense interest the at- 
tempt of each commander to stop his 
vessel, and wondered why neither thought 
of changing his course. Upon witnessing, 
a moment later, the impact of the 
Comet upon the side of the Cygnus, and 
without waiting to learn the result of the 
encounter, Lieutenant Sheephead acted 
with that prompt and clear-sighted appreci- 
ation of the situation which will doubtless 
comniend him to the favorable consideration 
of the Australian War office. | He immedi- 
ately ordered the Meteor forward at full 
speed,

Fireworks In the Ocean, 

The ocean too has its living lanterns, or 
phosphorescent animals, and among these 
the jelly-fish and sea-anemone are very nu- 
merous, Sometimes they look like pillars 
of fire, sometimes like stars, and sometimes 
like fiery serpents, flashing out red, green, 
yellow, and lilac rays. Many lumimous 
sea-creatures are very small, not larger than 
a spark, but these gather in such masses, 
that in the Indian Ocean the water often 
looks like a great sea of molten metal ; and 
a naturalist who bathed among them In the 
Pacific said thut he found himself luminous 
for hours afterward, while-the sands on 
which the insects were stranded at low tide 
gleamed like grains of gold. S 

The bottom of the ocean is magnificent 

with its starfish and sea-pads ; some in rich 
parle, and shedding a soft golden-green 
ight, while others send out silver flashes, 
and the lamp-fish carries on its head at 
night a golden light. Another fish seems 
to be decorated with pearls, and it is evi- 
dently the fashion there to be brilliant in 
some way. Even crabs, in hot climates, 
seem to set themselves on fire, and when 
captured and teased they blaze all over 
with indignation. A species of shark, too, 
is intensely brilliant at night, and one that 
was drawn up shone like a splendid lamp 
for some hours after it was dead. 

Naturalists have long been at work on 
this curious subject, and the source of the 
illuminating power is supposed to be con- 
tained in little sacs or cells in the body of 
the animal.—Harper’s Young People.

day, by His Grace Archbishop Cleary, of 
Kingston. His Grace, who whs accom- 
panied on this visitation by Right. Rev. 
Mgr. Farrelly, of Belleyille, Vicar-General 
Gauthier, of Brockviile, and Father Kelly, 
Arechbishop’s secretary, drove out from 
Belleville to Read on Friday, and were met 
on the way by Rev. Father McCarthy, of 
Read, and a number of his_ parishioners 
who took this way of welcoming His Grace 
to Northern Tyendinaga. 

The hour fixed for the ceremony of 
dedication was 10.30 a.m., but long before 
that hour the road and fields adjoining the 
new church were filled weth rigs of ever 
description, and a vast multitude of visi- 
tors, not only from the different missions 
of Tyendinaga and Richmond, but from 
Deseronto, Belleville, Napance, Tweed, etc., 
were assembled to witness the proceedings 
of the eventful day. An arch of evergreen 
had been erected at the main entrance to 
the church ground, upon which was the 
inscription “ Long live the Archbishop.” 
About 11 o’clock the sacred edifice was 
cleared of ull oceupants, and the Arch- 
bishop and clergy formed in procession 
and compassed thie exterior of the building 
repeating the prayer prescribed by the 
ritual of the chuach, Mis Grace sprinkling 
the walls with holy water, The Clergy 
then approached the main door when His 
Grace presented Messrs, M. Corrigan 
and Dennis Hantey, representing the 
building committee,with a cheque for $200, 
his generous contribution to the building 
fund. The procession then passed into the 
church where the same ceremony was re- 
peated which had been performed outside. 
The doors were then opened and the vast 
congregation was then admitted. High 
mass was celebrated by very Rev. Vicar- 
General Gauthier, assisted by Father Mc- 
Carthy and Kelly. The musical services 
were led by an efficient choir from Belle- 
ville. After mass the building committee 
presented His Grace Archbishop Cleary 
with a complimentary address which was 
read by Mr. Dennis Hanley. His Grace 
congratulated the congregation on the suc- 
cessful completion of the work in which 
they had been engaged for some months, 
Since his arrival in the diocese 27 new 
churches had been erected and he seldom 
found people whio had given more generous- 
ly and spontaneously than those of Read. 

e had never experienced any trouble in 
connection with the St. Charles’ mission, 
a fact which he attributed to the zeal of 
the People for the honor and glory of God. 
He had boasted of their generosity and unity 


made of ash and beautifully'finished. The

Mr. Hanley 
must be congratulated on the good taste and 
skill which are everywhere evidenced in 
this beautiful temple of worship; the work 
has certainly enhanced the excellent repu- 
tation aiiats he has gained as a architect 
of more than provincial fame. Mr, William 
McGie, of the same city, did the galvaniz- 
ed iron work and Mr. Waller, of Napanee, 
placed the hot air furnaces, all of whom 
did their work in a most satisfactory inan- 
ner.

SKETCH OF THE HISTORY OF THE PARISH OF 
ST, CHARLES. 

Previous to the year 1834 or 1835 al) of 
the Township of Tyendinaga north of the 
south range of the fourth concession was 
still a wilderness, the home only of deer, 
wolves and other wild animals, It had 
been set aside by the government as a 
reserve for the Indians and was not thrown 
open for settlement by whites until about 
this time, The front of the township hay- 
ing been surveyed for a length of time was 
now all taken up and occupied by settlers, 
All iutending settlers who arrived from 
the old country about the years above 
mentioned, or later, if they did not choose 
to go elsewhere were obliged to move on 
the newly surveyed portion of the town- 
ship, and accordingly began to occupy the 
north range of the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th 
concessions. One of the first to settle in 
this part of the township was William 
Hanley, in the year 1835 who was followed 
in a few years later by his brothers, John 
and Denis. Among the other pioneers who 
settled here about this time were James 
Meagher, Hugh and Bernard McGiness, 
Peter and Edward O’Reilly, Michael Me- 
Dermott, John Lawrence, Patrick Laily, 
Patrick Tighe, Patrick Ford, John Egan, 
Michael and James Culkeen, and on a con- 
cession or two north may be named the 
Nafin brothers, Darby, Bartley, Dominick.

ment. Is is not at all surprising, therefore, 
that at this time in every concession one or 
more grogshops could be found where intoxi- 
cating liquors wore dealt out at all hours, day 
and night, to young and old, carrying sorrow 
and misery tomany a home, besides being a 
fruitful source of lawlessness and disorder, 
Some of the more thoughtful residents saw 
that if something could not be done to stem 
the evil tide it would overwhelm the whole 
community with its force. With this end in 
view a temperance society was organized here 
in the year 1873 with Mr, J. C. Hanley as 
president. In six months after starting it had 


a membership of 150, every member pledged | 


not only to abstain from drinking intoxicating 
liquor himself, but also to abstain from offering 
liquor to, or buying it for, others, It is an 
axiom in commercial economy that the demand 
creates a supply, but as regards intoxicating 
drinks it is equally true that the supply creates 
ademand. To place liquor in unlimited quan- 
tities within reach of all, old and young, at all 
hours, in any community, will soon create an 
appetite, and therefore an increased demand 
for it, with the result of drunkenness and dis- 
order, To show that this appetite in the peo- 
ple of this section was created, not inherent, 
we have only to point to the readiness with 
which a great number of those most addicted 
to drinking became members of the temperance 
society immediately after it was organized, In 
a year or two a hall was built, where the meet- 
ings of the society, concerts, musical and lite- 
rary entertainments, debates, etc., were held, 
and occasionally, too, were opportunities given 
to those who enjoyed it—and they were legion 
—to ‘trip the fight fantastic.” These influ- 
ences were not Jong at work when the liquor 
vendors found that their occupation was gone, 
and one by one the grogshops disappeared, 
till to-day, within the boundaries of this parish, 
which comprises an area of at least 65 square 
miles, there is not even one place where intox- 
Icating liquors are sold, It is a question if 
this can be said of any other community of 
equal size, and equally populous, outside of a 


nce the society was disbanded its work has 
been continued by the several pastors, whose 
influence has been sufficient to restrain the 
people, with few exceptions, from relapsing 
into their former intemperate habits. Rev. 
Father Brophy was succeeded by Rey. John 
R. Meade, who was transferred here from 
Morrisburg, He was a_ kindly, ‘charita ble 
whole-souled Irishman, with a great love for‘ 
the land of his birth and interest in its welfare. 
He was well advanced in years when appoint- 
ed to the parish, and in about three years 
after his health began to fail, leaving him 
unable to attend to his duties, when Fev, 
Thos. McCarthy was appointed to assist him, 
which he continued to do until Rey. Father 
Meade’s death, when he succeeded him as 
pastor of St. Charles’ parish, With the vigor 
and activity of youth and health, combined 
with earnestness and zeal and the hearty co- 
operation of his parishioners, Rev. Father 
McCarthy has accomplished much more in the 
comparatively short time he has been in charge 
than any of his predecessors, his crowning 
work being the erection of the new church, 
He may reasonably expect, and it is the hope 
of his people, that he has yet a long life of 
usefulness before him.

the fact that the word ‘‘cholerine,” which 
has been frequently used during the past 
few months in referer to n disorder in 
Paris and its suburbs, and at Wamburg, 
Stettin, and elsewhere, is not the designa 


tion of an innocuons disorder, as one might | 
be led to believe by the statements of the 
civil authorities in regions where it prevails. 
Cholerine is Asiatic cholera and nothing 


else, Cholorine is a name given to a type 
of the plague which is of medium seyerity ; 
but it is Asiatic cholera all the same. 


Cholera is a germ use, and belongs in 
the category of disorders caused by the en- 
trance of micro-organisms into the body, 
like scarlet fever, small-pox, diphtheria, 
typhus, tuberculosis, and many others. The 
cause of cholera isa minute germ or bac- 
terium.which enters the body by way of the 
alimentary canal, and is, propagated in the 


intestines. Koch, who discovered the 
bacillus of tuberlosis,and who has indi- 
cated by his marvellous methods of ex- 


periment and research the direction in 
which to look for a cure of consumption, 
was sent by the German Government in 
1883 to India to investigate the cholera 
epidemic there. In. the intestines of all 
who died from this disease he found a 
micro-organism of popular shape, curved 
and bent like a comma, and to this was 


given the name of comma bacillus. The com- 


| of the farmer. 


ma bacillus has never been observed except 
in the victims of cholera. Additional proof 
of its being the cause of this pest was af- 
forded by further experiments, undertaken 
not only by Koch, but also by Rietsch and 
Nicati, who produced eholera in guinea 

igs by introducing the comma bacillus 
into their intestines. 

The bacillus enters the sye‘em by way of 
the stomach and lives and propagates in 
the intestines. There it manufactures a 
prommalnss or poisonous substance, which 
being absorbed into the system, gives rise 
to the symptoms which we recognize as 
those of cholera. It is more than probable 
that the disorder spreads by being acattér- 
ed with the intestinal discharges, contami- 
nating water courses, rivers, streams, and 
wells, defiling the linen and bed cloth- 
ing, and contriving in am infinite number 
of ways to enter the human system again 


by means of food and drink. ‘The 
germs are not disseminated through the 
atmosphere. They are not blown by the 
winds from one place to another, They 


follow the lines of travel and commerce, 
They are propagated by individuals. 
The discharges of infected persons are the 
centers from which contagion radiates. 
Hence the supreme necessity of isolating 
such anidus of disease, and of destroying 
everything that may in any way serve as an 
agent in the sowing and diffusion of the 
feeds of death. 

Will the disease reach New York? Un- 
dgubtedly. Its ubiquity in rope is such 
that we cannot escape the visitation. 

It remains for the Health Department to 
show what ability they have in keeping the 
scourge at the threshold and not allowingit 
to enter into the crowded quarters of the 
city. It is, however, not probable that we 
can so strongly fortify ourselves by quaran- 
tine regulations, and restraint upon vessels 
and individuals at harbor hospitals, that we 
shall be able to withstand the onslaught 
of the army of germs. hey will enter in 
all likelihood in spite of us; and so we must 
be on our guard individually. We must be 
prepared, each and all of us, to meet them, 
‘They will enter our food and our drinking 
water in some manner that we know not of. 
We must watch these avenues of approach.” 

The danger to individuals is not great if 
they are intelligent and use foresight. The 
danger is among the ignorant and careless 
and thoughtless, among the thousands that 
crowd the tenement houses, subsisting on 
bad food, regardless of what they drink, 
and heedless of personal cleanliness. Na- 
ture has a safeguard against cholera. Few 
cholera Fecmus are able to run the gauntlet 
ofa healthy stomach, The gastric juice, 
when sufficiently acid, is an antiseptic, 1t 
destroys the comma bacillus. Among the 
victims of cholera are chiefly those whose 
general health is impaired, or who suffer 

rom disorders of the stomach, such as dys- 
pepsia and gastric catarrh. With « diges- 
tive apparatus in good condition, plenty of 
exercise in the open air, and careful se- 
fection of one’s food and drink, each may 
stand his ground~ and remain upon the 
field of battle without alarm and without 
danger. 

There are various degrees of cholera in- 
fection. _In some cases there is the mildest 
attack of choleraic diarrhea, not differing 
from common diarrh@a such as every one 
has experienced. In others its severity and 
deadly character is manifest from the out- 
set. Between theso extremes are all degrees 
of illness. The period of incubation is from 
one to three days, only this short period 
elapsing after the introduction of the germs 
before the complete development of the at- 
tack, whether mild or severe. 

So far as treatment is concerned, the 
medical profession has no certain cure to 
offer. ‘ach physician meets the symp- 
toms in his own way, according to his 
knowledge, skill, and experience. It is best 
in any case to call in a physician whose 
distinguishing characteristics are intelli- 

ence and common sense, Obey his orders 
implicitly, especially as regards tho disin- 
fection and destruction of excreta and of 
contaminated linen and bed clothes, Read 
and follow the rules of the Board of Health. 
Take care of yourself and your family, 
their food, their drink, and their stomachs. 
See that the food is procured from cleanl 
sources and is properly and well cooked, 
Let all water be filtered and boiled before 
drinking. And don’t run away.—N. Y. 
Sun. 


A Grasshopper Diet, 

Some enterprising person who does not 
mind making experiments that would daunt 
many men of unquestioned bravery, has 
discovered that grasshoppers are good to 
eat. It is claimed for them that they are 
not only nutritious but agrecable to the taste, 
pacclai lan when boiled for two hours with 
sutter and spices and salt added, The value 
of this discovery is great, beoauso these 
athletic insects have often devastated the 
farms in the Wost to such an extent, that 
those who have depended on their farm 
yroduce for their daily food have been 
rrought face to faco with starvation. 
Now, knowing the value of the grasshopper 
45 4 moans of sustuining life they need 
not starve, and if, aa the discoverer claims, 
the insect is so delicious om morsel, per- 


haps many will welcome what has hitherto 
been considered o plague simply for tho 
variety the visitation will afford to their 


daily fare.

I have not felt 
called upon to give utterance to almost a 
single sentence of direction or advice to the 
farmer concerning the market end of his 
business. I have been trying to direct tho 
farmer's attention to the home end ot his 
business, the end where his profits are 
mainly made. The profits are mainly made 
within the sphere of the man’s business, 
where he can exercise appreciable jurisdic- 


tion and control; and the market end of a?

Sclentifie Drops. 


Electric welditig has now become almost 
universal in large establishments. The use 
ofa flux is necessary. Electricity is used 
for making forgings, augers, railroad spikes, 
ball bearings and other articles hitherto 
made by hand. 


A Frenchman has been experimenting 
with a new electric boat which has two 
side wheels with hollow rims to act as 
floats, and vanes like a mill wheel. At the 
stern there is a smaller wheel to steer by. 
The boat is driven by means of motors. 


The influence of forests in protecting the 
water supply is well illustrated in the case 
of Greece. In ancient days she possessed 
7,500,000 acres of forest. To-day she has 
hardly 2,000,000 acres, and the scarcity of 
water and other injurious climatic effects 
are traceable to the destruction of the trees. 


Cyclones originated in the tropics, and 
are chiefly found in five localities: The 
West Indies, Bengal Bay and_ the Chinese 
coast, north of the equator, and in the 
South Indian Ocean, off Madagascar, and 
the South Pacific, near Samoa. In the 
Antilles there are not half a dozen on the 
Average every season. 


The properties possessed by the metal glu- 
cinum, about which compara iixes little is 
yet known, appear to render it valuable for 
the construction of electrical instruments, 
It is said to be lighter than aluminum, 
stronger than iron and of better conduc- 
tivity than copper, besides resisting oxida: 
tion, while its cost is estimated at $1 an 
ounce. 

A new preparation has been introduced 
in France for the purpose of replacing India 
rubber and gutta percha. The ingredients 
are Manilla gum, bitumen and benzine, to 
which is added a small percentage of resin 
oil. The product is said to havo all the 
suppleness, elasticity, solidity and dur- 
ability of the best India rubbers, and can 
be vulcanized in the usual manner, 

Pieces of natural irow have been found in 
Arizona, near the Canon Diablo, which pos- 
sess an extraordinary hardness, and contain 
small cavities which are filled with a black 
substance in which are diamonds, some half 
a millimetre in diameter, ‘The specimens of 
natural iron appear to be meteoric origin. 
The occurence of the diamond in natural 
iron, whether of meteoric origin or not,is an 
oxtromely interesting fact, 

Further experiments made in English col- 
lories with ammorite show that this explo- 
sive possesses qualitios rendering it valuable 
for mine work. The substance consists of 
yure ammonium nitrate and nitro nortliee

CHOLERA INSTRUOTIONS

“Should cholera gain lodgment in the 
Province of Ontario through inefficient 
quarantine at the ports of the entry its re 
striction will firey depend upon the peo- 
ple and the local boards of health. ‘The 
prevention of the disease must depend on 
n knowledge of its cost, or at least on an 
acquaintance with the laws in accordance

fection is made, that is to say, they shall 
not leave the lot upon which the house is 
situated, or put themselves in communi- 
cation with people outside, except with the 
guardian in attendance at the door, who 
will do the outside service for the inmate,

in. For instance, I had a cheese-maker 
once, who was an awfully untidy fellow, 
and didnot make fine clieese regularly. I 
bore with his infirmities, and now he is a 
rood cheesemaker. — The last is I visited 
his factory it was as clean as his wife's par- 
lor. He got married to a good, smart, tidy 
woman, and since that time from being 
much in her good company he has been im- 
proved in like manner, You will never find 
a consumer of cheese finding fault with the 
water in cheese, if itis in good company. 
If you have too much water for the fat or 
for the casein, the cheese will go off flavor. 
Sut if the water isin its right place and 
proportion you willhave a well flavored and 
merchantable cheese. The casein alone will 
not determine the yalue of the milk for 
cheesemaking; neither will be fat; the 
water must be there in the proper amount. 
It is only when there is the proper pro- 
portion of these three, that the fat 
is a sufficient standard for valuation. 
We had cheese made from milk containing 
an average of 3.86 per cent. of fat. There 
was one large vat with two partitions put 
in, making three compartments. The milk 
from all the patrons was tested and put 
into three classes ; rich, medium and poor. 
We made cheese from these three. The 
ay e for the rich milk was 3.86. In the 
medium compartment was put milk ayerag- 
ing 3.6, and in the third compartment was 
laced the poor milk which averaged 3.45. 
These are the averages for nine days in each 
caséy, That is not a wide/difference, but it 
was as wide as we could get and fill the 
compartments.

PLANTING TREES IN LAWNS, 


A lawn in front of a farm house, level and 
neatly cut occasionally is in itself a thing 
of beauty, But when a few trees adorn it, 
the beauty is much enchanced. The great 
mistake with some persons when planting 
trees in lawns is to put in too many, and 
of those put in to plant too many in front 
of the dwelling. It is better sometimes 
that dwelling should be hid behind trees, 
but not generally, if there be a nice neat 
lawn in front. The number of the trees to 
be planted should depend upon the size to 
which they will grow ultimately. Where 
trees are of the lurgest kind, but few are 
wanted. There is a beauty in individually 
in trees as io individuals, which is most noble 
when it stands out alone, It will not do to 
say that emaller sorts, and those of less 
ultimate development, may be planted and 
then afterwards removed ; for there are but 
few persons who cace to cut down pretty 
trees, even for the sake of giving larger 
ones a better chance. Trees of the large 
varicties develope amazingly, hence we 
should plant them thinly, Few and far be- 
tween in lawns should be the rule, and no 
large trees in front of our dwelling ; for it 
is the most natural thing in the world for 
the inhabitant to desire to look out upon the 
traveller, and the traveller to look in upon 
the habitants,

Our Heap Crirr,—We, the chiefs repre- 
senting the Mohawks of the Bay of Quinte, 
desire to welcome you on the occasion of 
this your first official visit to our reserve, 

We have the reputation of being one of | 
the most advanced bands under your care, 
and we hope that in your intercourse with 
us on this occasion you will not be disap- 
pointed, hut that you will find that we have 
benefitted by the fatherly care and protect- 
ing hand of the Dominion government, 

The Six Nations, of whom we forma part, 
have been enjoying the benefits of civiliza- 
tion for nearly 200 years, and although our 
improvement has been slow we believe it has 
been sure and steady, and that the Mo- 
hawke, not only as tillers of the soil, but in 
other walks of life, can compare favorably 
with their white neighbors, 

We are gratified to notice that the Indian 
department acknowledges this in placing in 
positions of trust Indians who, by honesty 
of purpose und other qualifications, have 
proved themselves worthy of an encourage- 
ment to our young men, which does more 
to advance them than mere words, or even 
acts of parliament,

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The board of health and the medical men 
of the town held a conference in the town 
hall on Monday evening. There were pre 
sent Mayor Rathbun. who presided, Messrs. 
R.N. Irvine, J, L. Ferguson. BE. J. Ed- 
wards and R. M. Cronk of the board, and 
Doctors Newton. Vandervoort, Yeomans 


and Holdcroft. A great many questions 
affecting the public ‘health were discussed 


at much length. Dr, New ton, amedical 
health officer for the town, being called 
upon for bis views, addressed the board at 
length and gave some interesting facts con. 
cerning cholera, which he feared was on 
its old route and would probably make its 
way to different parts of the continent next 
year. He considered Deseronto in bad 
Shape for a visitation of the disease, and 
considered the present a good time to strike 
a blow against the privy pits which were 
so numerous, and which were polluting 
every square foot of soil and tainting the 
water supply. The removal of these pest- 
holes would be a protection not only against 
cholera but typhoid, malaria, etc. Dr. 
Oldright, a leading physician of Toronto, 
Rounidexcd them relics of barbarism. He 
also thought that the board should take 
steps to prevent the overcrowding of houses 
and should rigidly insist on the cleaning up 
of back yards, cellars, houses, ete, He 
drew attention, also, to the filthy condition 
ef the streets, which people regarded as a 
receptacle for all kinds of rubbish. Dr. 
Yeomans thought that now was the time 
for decided action, He pointed out the 
great powers of the board and the need of 
placing the town in a proper sanitary con- 
dition, He showed how the typhoid in the 
east end of the town last year was due to 
the privy pits. whose contente were carried 
by the rains into the lowef sections of the 
town. thus causing disease. Dr. Vander 
yoort followed in some practical remarks, 
urging the abolition of the pits. Until 
they were removed the town could not be 
healthy. Dr. Holdcroft concurred in the 
views of his professional brethren and 
thought that experienced scavengers should 
be employed and a proper supervision of 
wells exercised, Many other topics were 
discussed, and the board will meet soon 
and take action on the line of the adyice 
given, (One things certain, the privy pit is 
doomed as fur as Deseronto is converned, 
The board will have them all filled up 
forthwith
